STATESVILLE, N. O., Deo. 22, "96, 
Joun L. PARKER, 
My Dear Sir: Yours of 18th inst, is 


just received, having been forwarded 
from G'b’g to my home here whither I 
have come to spend the Xmas holidays, 
In response to your inquiry I can give 
you only the following: 

About half an hour after sunset Friday 
evening, June 27, '62, at Gaines’s Mill I 
was passing alone, and pretty rapidly 
on some special duty over a part of the 
battletield thickly strewn with dead and 
wounded men, most of them Union 
soldiers, when one of them spoke to me 
and said he would be glad if L could 
raise and prop him up in a sitting pos- 
ture, since he had difficulty in breathing 
while lying prostrate. It was too dark 
for moe to see the precise nature of his 
wound which seemed to be in the upper 
Fare of his chest near the throat. I took 
our or five of the muskets which were 
lying plentifully around with the bayo- 
nets fixed on them, and by sticking the 
bayonets firmly in the ground and in- 
clining the muskets backward a little, 
quickly formed a very good support so 
shaped as to fit the soldier’s bac nicely, 
and then lifted him up gently by placin 
my hands under the armpits and fixed 
him in as comfortable posture as possible, 
sitting and leaning slightly backward 
against the upright muskets, I gave him 
some water out of my canteen and he 


said he felt greatly relieved by the 
change in his posture and indeed quite 
comfortable. He thanked me for the 
service 1 had done him. He was quite 


calm and self-possessed, and bearing his 
wound and its pains with the fortitude 
of a brave soldier. I asked his name 
and command, and he said Merriam,” 
of “22nd Mass. Regt.’ and that his 
“home was Woburn, Mass.” After a 
few words of sympathy and good-wishes 
I had to leave him and L never saw him 
again, [I have since learned his full 
name Joseph Merriam, and Mr. Kirkley 
of the War Records Office at Washing- 
ton, D. C., informed me some time ago 
that “Merriam of 22d Mass, died in 
hospital at Richmond of his wound re- 
ceived at Gaines’s Mill,” and his death 
occurred, I think, on July 11th, 1862, 
Mr. Kirkley gave me the date. 

Il am very glad to serve you all that 
is possible in the matter. ‘The above is 
the substance of all | know concerning 
Mr. Merriam. I was an officer of the 
4th Ala. Regt. and went through the 
thick of the battle at Gaines’s Mill and 
our command was face to face with the 
Position of the 22nd Mass. as denoted 
by the spot where I found Merriam.

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LATEST IN FISH NETS, 


A FRENCH INVENTOR INTRODUCES 
NEW METHODS OF SEINING. 


Electricity to Be Employed In Gathering 
the Harvest of the Sea—How Fish May 
Be Captured In Large Quantities and 


Before They Know It. 


It has frequently been a subject of 
comment that the methods in vogue for 
gathering the “harvest of the sea’ 
have scarcely changed from century to 
century. The bone or ivory or wooden 
fishhooks of the Eskimo or the south 
sea islanders are represented, it is true, 
in our higher civilization by the finely 
pointed metal ones, but this is a refine- 
ment of manufacture, not an improve- 
ment in method. It is equally true that 
their rudely twisted bark nets are only 
to be compared with the product of our 
rope walks and twine factories, greatly 
to the advantage of the latter. This in- 
dustry, as old as humanity, has, so to 
fay, made but a single step since its 
birth. They are essentially the same 
coarse nets and the same hooks that 
have always been employed for the fish- 
ing industry that are in use today. 

It is frequently said, ‘*The sea ought 
to nourish the land,’’ and in view of 
the rich supplies of food whic the sea 
contains this seems to be just. On the 
other hand, the complaints of the fisher- 
men prove that their calling is far from 
lucrative. We hear frequently of re- 
gions where fish were formerly abundant 
which at present are hardly producing 
anything. What is the cause of this 
state of things? There may in truth be 
many causes, but it is largely due to the 
crudeness of the methods employed. 
Fish show a strong tendency for quit- 
ting the place where nets have been em- 
ployed, which frighten them, or to 


avoid returning if they are of migrato- | 


ry habits. 

On the other hand, the nets and 
drags often tear up the bottom and dis- 
turb the spawning beds with the eggs, 
and sometimes the young. These con- 
siderations have Jed a gentleman named 
Trouve to conceive a new system of fish- 
ing, employing some of the methods of 
modern science and overcoming, as he 

‘thinks, some of the objections to the 
autiquated methods. 

He claims to have 
among other results the attracting of 
the fish into his toils and capturing 
them without frightening them and 
without much wear and tear on the nets 
themselves. In his nets, for instance, of 
a cylindrical shape, the ring forming 
the bottom has lead sinkers fixed to it 
in the ordinary way, while the upper 
edge consists of a rubber tube, which is 
in communication by means of a long 
flexible rubber pipe with a reservoir in 
the boat and which is supplied with 
compressed air by means of one or 
more pumps. Instead of being placed 
in the boat this reservoir can in some 
cuses be arranged on shore or even on a 
special buoy. 

When thrown in the water in the 
usnal way, the rubber tube having been 
emptied of air, the weight of the net 
will, of course, take it to the bottom, 
where it forms a stationary mass of rela- 
tively small volume, which wil) not of 
itself terrify the fish. Having proceeded 
to attract the fish to the location by 
methods which we will allude to further 
on, a8 soon as there is reason to believe 
that they have gathered in force a stop 
cock is opened, allowing the compresspd 
air from the reservoir to flow into and 
inflate the tubular ring constituting the 
upper border of the net. This ring, us 
a result, augments in volume and forms 
# rigid mouth for the net, and at a 
given moment, in accordance with the 
law of Archimedes, it becomes buoyant 
and rises to the top of the water, carry- 
ing the net with it. 

The important point is that this is 
accomplished without noise and with- 
out agitating the water, The fish is not 
alarmed, and is captured before he 
knows it, without making any attempt 
to escape. 

The sume principle may be applied to 
seine nets or purse nets, 

It is well known and recognized that 
fish, in common with most terrestrial 
animals, not excluding ‘‘humans,’’ are 
strongly attracted by anything which 
glitters. Mr. Trouve has taken advan- 
tage of this and has constructed lumi- 
nous buoys containing batteries or ac 
cumulators connecting with incandes- 
cent lamps. A flattened reflector spreads 
the light over a wide extent. These 
buoys are placed with other bait in the 
neta, and the fish are attracted from all 
sides, like moths to a candle, and be- 
come prey. 

The next thing is to know when to 
draw in the net. ‘To employ watchmen 
is rather primitive, and Mr, Trouve has 
devised a much botter system—at any 
rato in theory. His idea is to make a 
sort of scale, consisting of a beam pivot- 
ed to # stake. This beam has at one end 
@ bQUare Det and at the other a tray, in 
which is placed a weight slightly great- 
er than that of the square net, An ap- 
propriate mechanism, clockwork or oth- 
erwise, raises up this tray at regular 
intervals, say every five or ten minutes, 
which gives to the beam an oscillatory 
movement, HEyery time the beam rises

A Woman Missionary Tella How the Af- 
riean Natives Collect It, 


In the months of March and April 
during the rainy season one sees busy 
life in the native towns of the French 
Kongo, The men are preparing to go to

guns into proper trim, The women are

This 
kind of cassava is roasted over the fire 
and eaten warm, while the bread is

the start by way of saying farewell to 
the villagers left at home, Sometimes a 
good place with plenty of rabber plants 
is found after a march of two or three 
days, but oftener the journey takes a 
week or more. In this case the men 
keep carriers on the road with food for 
them, because there is nothing to be 
had in these parts with the exception of 
game, 

The rubber in central Africa is not a 
tree, but a vine, often 
inches in diameter, This vine generally 


| climbs up the tallest trees, and the na- 


often use one of the vines to as- 
tree. After the branches are 
which in most cases are at 
least 50 feet from the ground, the men 
proceed to cut the vines away at the 
top, leaving only one for their descent, 
and this ove, if possible, not a rubber 
vine. It seems strange that the natives 
cut away the rubber plants and so de- 
stroy them instead of tapping them, but 
they are too lazy to learn any other way. 
After the vines have fallen they are 
cut into lengths of tl ee or four feet, 
and the juice is collected into iron pots, 
This is a tedious job. 
vine is held over the pot, first by one 
end, then by the other, until the juice 
ceases running. Then the piece is cut 
again to get at any juice which may 
have been left in the middle, After a 
pot is nearly full a rest is taken, and 
this juice is boiled for nearly two hours, 
and during the boiling process is mixed 
with the juice of other vines and some 
lime juice, so that the mixture is more 
sticky and easier formed into balls,

As soon as it cools down sufficiently | 


to be handled the hardening rubber is 
shaped by winding it at first around a 
stick. After a bit the stick is pulled out, 
and the ball is rewound to finish it off, 
In some places these balls weigh three 
pounds or more each; in others five of 
them make a pound, The purity of the 
rubber depends much upon how much 
other juice has been added. The best 
and purest is that obtained from the 
juice without boiling. This is only 
found in the shape of bracelets, because 
the natives wind the juice as it runs 
out uround their wrists and Jet it dry 
there. When perfectly dry, it slips off 
easier, This would be transparent rub- 
ber if the skin and fingers of the na 
tives were not so very dirty. 


The natives often used to put foreign | 


substances, such as small stones, palm 
nuts and little balls of grass, into the 
rubber ball to make it heavy. They 
were soon found out, and every ball is 
now cut through the center to reveal its 
mixture. Often the rubber is buried for 
some days becuuse it draws the mois- 
ture from the ground, which adds to the 
weight. Cheating is resorted to because 
the pay is so poor. It takes a party of 
eight or ten men and boys six to eight 
weeks to gather from 80 to 100 pounds 
of rubber. The value of this, if all is 
first class, is from 200 to 250 yards of 
cotton cloth or 40 gallons of rum or 2 
or 4 flintlock guns. Surely this is poor 
pay for this kind of work. 


Still the natives rejoice greatly if the | 


men from one town return with 100 
pounds. It seems like a fortune to them, 
because they need so little that civi- 
lized people crave and pay for. When 
this little fortune is spent and the 
weather permits, another trip is under- 
tuken to the rubber region. —New York 
Sun.

In the mountains of Mexico, 
where prisous and courts are few, the 
captain of the rurales is prosecuting at- 
torney, judge and jury all in one, and 
he tries every case as soon as it reaches 
him according tou code of his own, 
These extraordinary people haye done 
extraordinary work, and today Mexico 
is much the more safe and peaseful for 
thoir interferouce,

days, and a very successful one, but be- 
coming tired of the business surrender- 
ed himself to the authorities, obtaineda 
pardon aud enlisted in

SMOKING THE DEAD. 


Methods of Disposing of Late Lamented 
Relatives In the Kongo, 


The natives of the French Kongo have 
different methods of burial, A dead 
food for hyenas and other wild beasts. 
There was a place of this kind within a 
quarter of a mile of the old mission 
house near Mayumba, and the first mis- 
sionaries collected the boues and buried 
them, The body of a convicted criminal, 
who is killed by the witeh doctor with 
Basswood, is also thrown away, 
Common persons are buried the day 
after death in one of the huts in the 
town, A hole about eight inches deep is 
dug and lined with leaves. Then a mat 
about five frat long and three to four 
feet wide is put in, and the body, after 


being wrapped in five yards of cotton | 


cloth, is placed on it and covered with 
another mat, more leaves and the soil 
that was taken from the excavation. 
This burial is only temporary, until the 
witch is feund who caused the death. 
This takes days or weeks, the time de- 
pending largely upon the pay the doctor 
receives. If the pay is large, he takes a 
longer time because there will be plenty 
of rum for him, and this is about all he 
cares for, If the relatives are poor, the 
doctor soon finds the witch, and then 


the body of the dead man is placed in a } 


grave on the edge of the forest 

This grave is deeper than the first, 
and after it is filled sticks are fastened 
across it, and if stones are available 
these are used to secnre the grave. It is 
necessary to do this, or the hyenas 
would soon find the body. Rich persons 
have & monument over their graves, 
but common folk cannot afford this. 


They place some of the dead person’s | 


property upon the grave instead. A 
plate, a pitcher and a spoon usually are 
the articles one finds, 
sacred, Noone will steal them or even 
exchange them for broken ones. 


Kings and rich persons are not buried | 


so s00n, It often takes weeks, months 


and even years before they rest in their | 


graves. Their bodies are preserved in a 
kind of way, and, since the natives 
seem able to stand any amount of all 


kinds of offensiveness, it does not mat- | 


ter tothem atall how much time elapses 
before the burial takes place. Many 
yards of cloth are wound around the 
body, sometimes as much as 60 yards or 


more, aud after this the body is placed | gat Ho would do with 
| 


in @ box as large as possible. One that 
wo furnished for Mongovy Gernando 
measured 7 feet long by 2', feet wide 
and 8 feet deep, This box is put into a 
new hut and left there until the witch 
is found and killed and until the rela- 
tives bring enough presents to fill the 
coffin. Afterall this isaccomplished the 
late lamented is allowed to rest in peace. 

There is still another way of dispos- 
ing of the dead, The body is cut into 
pieces and tied in wrappings made of 
palm leaves, and then hung up inside a 
hut and smoked, the smudge being kept 
going day and night. King Jim N’Go- 
mah of Koango, who died in the spring 
of 1887, was not buried when we Jeft in 
1895, The relatives had not enough val- 
uable presents to put into the coffin, so 
they delayed the funeral, This old king's 
son and daughter both died and were 
buried while his body was being smoked. 
Perhaps it is not buried yet. 

It is a strange fact that the natives 
never put rum into a coffin, even if they

CHEWING GURIOSITIES. 


A Varicty of Articles Used by Those Ad- 
dicted to the Habit, 

Quite a number and variety of articles 
fre used Ly people who are addicted to 
the hablt—apparently a growing one— 
of ehewing things thai come under the 
head of neither food nor medicine. The 
appetite is probably a survival of the 
familiar propensity which prompts 
babies to put everything they lay hold 
of into their mouths, “rit is observed 
that not only men and boys, but also 
girls and women, come to indulge in 
the practice, 

Among men the admittedly noxious 
habit of chewing tobacco is still prob- 
ably as disagreeably provalent as ever, 
Recently it was stated on good author- 
ity that servant girls and shop assistants 
often have a habit of chewing tea, and 
that the practice, when carried to ex- 
cess, has reduced them toa 
State of nervous prostration which ren- 
dered it necessary to visit a doctor to 
reveal the cause, 

The choice of something to chew of- 
ten depends on the occupation or the ar- 
ticles available, A coffee broker I know 
acquired a liking for coffee beans, a sup- 
fly of which he always carried about in 
his pocket, and he has an amusing and 
naive way of offering a few to any 
friend he may chance to be talking to, 
as a man offers a pinch of snat® when 
indulging himself, In this case it is 
more than likely tho habit was detri- 
montal to health, Another man, in the 
grain trade, was perpetually munching 
rice or some other cereal, while still an- 
other acquired a liking for root ginger, 
which he had first used for geeth and 
gums too susceptible to cold iy winter, 

During tho influengs epidemic among 
the suggested preventive measures rec- 
ommended was that of chewing cinna: 
mon bark, and in some cases those who 
followed the advice became so fond of 
the spice that they afterward continued 
its use simply because they liked its 
stimulating taste and aromatic flavor. 

Horsy men who do not chew tobacco 
frequently indulge themselves in chew- 
ing oats, varying this delicacy with 
choice bits of hay or straw, the latter 
for choice, 

Seamstresses acquire a taste for odds 
and ends of thread and wool, and in 
several cases have injured their health 
by chewing pieces that have been colored 
With poisonous dyes. 

Unquestionably, however, the sub- 
stance most used in this connection is 
“chewing gam,’’ which now forms an 
important article of commerce. In its 
raw state it collected from spruce 
trees, Which grow plentifally in New 
Brunswick, and it appears to have sup- 
plied just the thing that many people 
require who must huve something to 
chew just for the sake of chewing, 

Jt was naturally first used in America, 
but the habit of chewing it has rapidly 
spread among European and oriental 
countries, and a busy industry has been 
called into existence and rapidly devel- 
oped till it has now attained astonish- 
ing dimensions, It is used by all classes 
and is equally in demand among ath- 
letes and sedentary workers and in hot 
or cold climates. It is chewed with 
avidity at the gold and diamond mines 
and has found its way to the merchant’s 
counting house, theclerk’s desk and the 
Office boy's pocket, 

Between 80,000 and 85,000 people are 
engaged in the preparation, selling and 
advertising of this curious luxury, It is 
said the United States spends $8,000,000 
more on this article than on the main- 
tenance of its clergy of all denomina- 
tions, From another point of view it is 
stated that, on the one hand, the chewing 
gum luxury costs $9,000,000 more an- 
nually than the entire expenses of run- 
hing the prisons, courts, hospitals and 
police force of New York, while, on the 
other hand, the entire revenue from the 
sale of fermented liquors only exceeds 
that from chewing gum by $8,000,000, 

That chewing gum has not escaped 
adulteration, and that its use is not al- 
together devoid of risk, may be gathered 
from a case which came before a eourt 
last year, <A «tick of chewing gum was 
submitted to the public analyst, who 
reported that it contained 85 per cent 
of paraffin wax, that the wax was in- 
soluble, and that if swallowed it would 
be injurious to health.—Boston Herald,

Bay State Governor's Council, 

The governor's council, what is it? | 
This is « question often asked. By many | 
people the governor's council con- 
founded with the governor’s staff, or | 
thought to be a useless appendage to the | 
legislative body. Indeed sometimes 
Within recent years it has been declared 
to be worse than useless, in that it has 
interfered with the free action of the ex- 
ecutive. The council, however, is a rel- 
ic of the old English government, which 
was thoroughly understood by the early | 
settlers, and who brought their laws | 
with them, so that today in all thi | 
courts of Massachusetts Coke and Black- | 
stone are respected authorities, And | 
often to adorn a tale some of our witty 
lawyers will recount an anecdote of some | 
old time, vulgar, domineering judge on | 
the British bench. | 

The governor's council takes the place 
of the privy council of Great Britain. 
While her majesty Victoria may appear 
to rule single handed, she has not the | 
power. Before an edict of hers can go 
forth it must have the concurrence of 
the privy council, By the fathors this 
was thought to be a safeguard, and so, 
when they appointed a governor to bo | 
over them, they hedged him about with

councilors who should adviso him in 
his doings. 
The council has at all times been 


chosen from tho best men of the state, | 
and in the arrangement of the legisla: 

ture the councilors rank next to the 
lieutenant governor and tho members of 
the executive department, True, when 
either political party might feel that 
there was no chance of electing its nom- 
ineo, instead of allowing the office to go 
by default auy one who chose might bo

A Keminiscence of Fity Years Ago.

Death of Dr. Daniel March, Jr. 


The sudden death of Dr. 
Marcu of Winchester son of Rev. 
Daniel March, DD., Pastor Emeritas 
of the First Congregational church of 
Woburn, at the residence of Dr.

Meat of the Inaugural, 


At 3 o'clock Jast Monday afternoon 
Mayor-elect John VP. Feeney, was in- 
ducted into office with the usual cere- 
monies. He is the youngest Mayor in 
the commonwealth and if his Inaugural 
Address is a fair criterion to judge by 
he will prove one of the ablest, Below 
we give the cream of the Address. Lt 
was free from “feathers and furbelows,” 
from. verbal embellishments; it was a 
sound, practical public document. Mayor 
Feeney said: 

Keonomy must be our watehword. 
The city’s future is bright with promise, 
but the foundation of tomorrow is to- 
day. The debt legacies of other years 
are demanding payment, and until these 
demands are met wo should adhere to 
a polioy of rigid economy. Never has 
there been so much to do and so little 
to do with, There will be available to 
maintain the various departments, the 
following amounts: 


Tax levy, $116,756 
Liquor license fees, 16,900 
Rank and corporation tax, 7,000 
Receipts, various departments, 7,000

This year, owing to increase in taxable 
property, we can raise by tax levy for 
current expenses $1,076 more than was 
obtained from the same source last 
year; but there was at the beginning of 
ast year in unexpended balances $11,- 
712.92, while this year there are no 
unexpended balances. We have approxi- 
mately $10,686.92 less than last year's 
city government had with which to meet 
current expenses, It was deemed neces- 
sary last year to raise $30,000, by loans, 
on which loans we will be obliged to 
pay this year $3,000, on account of prin- 
cipal. In other words we are obliged to 
get along with about $40,000 less this 
year, or else create new debts, 


If any permanent improvements are 
made they must be provided for by 
loans. Under limitations of law we can- 


not at the present time borrow more 
than $5,907. During the year, however, 
our borrowing capacity will be increased 
by the payment of maturing debt, 
$31,000.

The public school system is noted for 
its excellence, and I would consider no 
appropriation within our means too 
large to be devoted to the maintenance 
and continuance of the system.

The Armenian Massacres, 


A special meeting of the Congrega- 
tional Woman's Board of Missions was 
held in Park street church, Boston, last 
‘Tuesday afternoon, Addresses were de- 
livered by Dr. Grace N. Kimball, M. D., 
formerly a missionary of Van, Bastern 
Turkey, and by the Rev. W. A. Farmes- 
worth, now residing in’ Woburn, and 
formerly of Cesarea, Western Turkey, a 
Mission Station of the American Board, 

Dr. Farnsworth said that he would try 
to impress upon the audience some idea 
of the extent of the calamities that have 
come upon the Armenians of Asia 
Minor, We read that 1,000 were killed 


in the Massacre at Sivas and passed to 
the next item in our morning paper, 
But we read of the one man killed on 


the R. R, yesterday and a series of ques- 
tions arise, How was it? Who was in 
fault? Had he a family? &e. In part 
this different, more vivid impression is 
owing to the fact that the R. R. calamity 
was near, possibly the man killed was 
one that we knew. A small object neat 
obscures a large one at a distance. I 
shall make some comparisons designed 
to impress us with the extent of the 
massacres, One of the most destructive 
battles of our great War, 1861-5 was the 
seven days battle of the Wilderness, 
The number killed, as officially reported, 
on the Union side was 1,734. In these 
massacres there were not less than eight 
places where, according to our most 
reliable statistics, the number killed was 
larger than this, The average in 8 cities 
as given in Dr. Blisses “Turkey and the 
Armenian Massacres’ was more than 
twice that number, or 3,725. The most 
destructive battle of that bloody war 
was at Gettysburg, There the number 
killed on the Union side was 8,070. ‘There 
are four places, Oarfa, Malaiia, Arabku 
and Constantinople, where the slaughter 
was greater than this and the number 
killed at Malatia is reported as 6,000, or 
about 500 more than were killed on both 
sides in that great battle. In six places 
89,800 were killed giving an average 
3,725 or 655 more than were killed on the 
Union side in the Battle of Gettysburg. 
The total loss, in battle on the Union 
side in that great War was 110,070. The 
loss of life among the Armeniins by 
these massacres if it does not equal 
must approximate this number, 

Not all of these killed, like the soldiers 
in our War, were men in the vigor of 
manhood, It is a shame that there were 
in the number many women and chil- 
dren, Still it is true that very many of 
them were the bread winners. Vast 
numbers of women have been made 
widows, and a multitude of children, 
fatherless and dependent. Just here 
comes in our great responsibility and 
our opportunity. We are told (Jas, 1: 
27) “Pure religion and undefiled before 
our God and Father is this, to visit the 
fatherless and widows in their affliction 
and to keep himself unspotted from the 
world.” Have we that pure religion? 
Miss Shattuck tells us that there are 
4,500 orphans (massacre) in Oarfa alone, 
They are so because their fathers would 


not accept of Mohammed and deny 
Christ. Perhaps there are 40,000 boys 
and girls in Turkey that have been 


made orphans by the late massacres 
Can we take these little sufferers, not 
merely orphans but destitute, dependent 
orphans, and do for them what “pure 
religion and undefiled” requires? If we 
do this, gathering them into companies 
of fives or tens under the care of the 
more intelligent of the widows who are 
evangelical Christians and train them in 
good schools we may hope that with 
God’s blessing these orphans may be a 
means of making that land, as the 
garden of the Lord. As you admire the 
Good Samaritan in that beautiful parable 
of our Lord (10: 30-37) The Good Samari- 
tan “Go thou and do li "You 
ean hardly find any place where so great 
returns can be expected from so little 
capital as here, 

It will be observed that this is a work 
thrown on us by these massacres. Here 
we see how, if the Christian world 1s 
found faithful good is to come out of 
this great evil. ‘Man's extremity 1s God 
opportunity.” TL will not speak of other 
directions in which the work of evange 
lizing Turkey may be and probably will 
be advanced by the untoward events of 
the last few years. 

Only one thing more would | call your 
attention to and that is, The Armenian 
as an imigrant. For some years quite a 
good many Armenians have made their 
way to America, Of late they have 
come in larger numbers. Even were 
they not a desirable class of imigrants 
the fact that they come to us, tleeing 
for their lives, gives them a peculiar 
claim upon our sympathies and we ean- 
not refuse them a olanoe for life in our 
brave, free, Christian land. But they 
have proved themselves a good class of 
citizens. We have quite a number of 
them in Boston. They have their faults 
no doubt, but if) enterprise, imdustry, 
and economy are qualities that make 
good imigrants then the Armenians are 
such,

A PLAINS WAIF. 


For days and weeks those of us who 
had not flown to the safety of the towns 
and the larger camps had watched for 
the coming of the Apaches, who had 
been raiding the outlying ranches and 
the smaller mining camps by flying for- | 
ays of small parties not known to be 
absent from their reservation.

Old Abe, the War Eagle. 

Old Abe, the famous Wisconsin war 
eagle, was captured im the spring of 
1861 0n Flambeau river, near the line 
between Ashland and Prince counties, 
by a Chippewa Indian chief named Sky. 
The bird was then about the size ofa 
common chicken hawk. The Indian 
traded the engle to Daniel McCann of 
Eagle Point, Wis., for a bushel of corn, 
and MeCann sold it toa Mr, Mills of 
Mills presented the 
bird to Captain J. 2. Perkins, who was 
then organizing the Fighth Wisconsin 
regiment. The bird then began the most 
remarkable career that has ever beon 
to w member of tho feathered 
tribe. At Madison, before the regiment 
left for the south, the eagle was given 
the name of Old Abe, in honor of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, A perch was en made for 
the bird, which was carried at the side 
of the colors of Company C of the Eighth 
Wisconsin. At the siege of Corinth Old 
Abe sat on his perch as calm as though 
nothing were going on, an incident 
which is said to have caused the Con- 
tederate yeneral to declare that he 
“would rather capture that cussed bird 
than a whole brigade of Yankees.’’ 

Altogether Old Abe participated in 
88 battles and engagements, After the 
close of the war Barnum offered $20, 000 


| for the eagle, and a western millionaire 


‘‘went’’ the prince of showmen ‘fone 
better,’’ offering to exchage $25,000 in 
gold for him. During the last years of 
his life Old Abe was kept in a large 
cage in the historical department of the 
capitol building at Madison, He died 
His body was turned 
over to a taxidermist, who fixed the bird 
up until he now looks as natural as he 
did in life. Over a million pictures of 
Old Abe have been sold, and a book tell- 
ing of his wonderful career had a good 
sale for several years.—St. Louis Re 
public. 


Eggs Preserved In Clay. 

Li Hung Chang's commissary carried 
with it around the world a supply of 
Chinese preserved eggs for the em bassa- 
dor’s special use, 

“Those wonderful egys,’’? said Mr, 
Doyle, the steward of the Waldorf, at 
which Li stopped duving his sojourn in 
New York, ‘‘are not bad, after all. 
Here is one of them (showing what look- 
ed like a piece of pumice stone, but 
Was un egg incased in clay). 
This was given mo by one of the cooks 
and may be a century old for aught I 
know. This is o preserved hen’s egg. 
The process of keeping them is very 
primitive and simple and yet very ef- 
fective, This is the way it done; 
First the eggs are boiled hard; then, 
while they are hot, they are wrapped in 
soft clay und packed away, They will 
keep forever. They were brought here 
in bags packed in rice husks, some of 
which, you see, cling to the clay around 
this one, When opened, the whites of 
these eggs are almost black and the 
yolks are green, They chop them very 
fine and decorate most of their yiands 
with them, and they enter largely inte 
all their sauces. The duck’s eggs aro of 
the finest Peking and Muscovy breeds. 
They are first boiled, then preserved in 
& paste of charcoal, which hardens 
about them, The duck's eggs are open- 
ed, split in half and served cold in the 
shell, and, old as these eggs are, I as- 
sure you they are delicious,”’

however, to learn that the wall was torn 
down about 1700, and the sound stones 
were used in the construction of the city 
hall, on the balcony of which George 
Washington was inaugurated as the first 
president of the United States, 

In 1782 there was but one vehicle on 
Manhattan Island that bore any resem- 
blance to a couch, and 40° years after: 
ward there were only half a dozen couch- 
es. ‘There were several chaises, but carts 
were the common conveyance, In 1772, 
according to authentic local history, 
there were five private coaches in use 
here. One belonged to the governor, one 
to Lieutenant Governor Cadwallader 
Colden, one to William Walton, one to 
Mr. Murray, for whom Murray street 
was named, and the fifth was the prop- 
erty of Mrs, Alexander. Carpets were 
unknown in New York at this period, 
for ‘all the houses were sanded with 
White or silver sand in figures and de 
vices, "* 

The first that New York cover 
had was William Walton, who erected 
the famous Walton mansion in Pearl 
street in 1754, ‘The title was bestowed 
upon him not because of his political 
influence, but solely because of his pre- 
eminence in business and in’ society. 
The appellation clung to  Merehant 
Walton until bis death and was buried 
with him forthe time being. The sump- 
tuousness of Boss Walton's entertain- 
ments, especially those given to British 
army officers, led to a false estimate in 
England of the wealth of the people of 
New York and practically nullified the

The custom of advertising for wives 
Was introduced in this city about 18382, 
aud it aroused the ire of Nathaniel P, 
Willis, who was then one of the editors 
of the New York Mirror, He denounced 
it an indecent practice and said, 
“Depend upou it, such public courtships 
are tendered only by old bachelors, de- 
cayed rakes and other discarded single 
gentlemen, who would make but little 
progress in personally presenting the 
commendable qualities of which they 
allege themselves to be possessed, ”’ 

It was in the summer of 1852 that the 
first severe cholera epidemic swept the 
island, Within three weeks the city was 
more than half depopulated by flight 
and death, All places of amusement and 
many of the stores were closed, Several 
physicians fled to the country, and for 
many days the terrifying gloom of a 
graveyard hung over the city. Entire 
families in the full enjoyment of health 
one day were buried the next. This 
direful period caused an effective public 
agitation in favor of a system of pure 
Water supply and better sewerage,—

“You have chopped wood before, sir, 
I see?"’ 

“Oh, yes!"’ responded the president. 
“T’ve chopped a good deal of wood in 
my time, my man.” 

When the soldier found out who the 
woodchopper was and whose service he 
had commended, he was very much as- 
tonished and vowed that he would keep 
the precious ax as one of his choicest 
possessions long as he should live. 
The ax becaye quite a celebrated imple- 
ment in the hospitals at City Point, and 
the soldier was offered large sums of 
money for it. These offers, however, he 
indignantly refused and took it home 
with him, where it is doubtless treasured 
to this day as one of the brightest jewels 
of his house.

It is very certain that, whatever the 
derivation muy be, it (the Jow's harp) 
has little or no special affinity to the 
Jewish race, though it is of extremely 
ancient date, Ite introduction into Enpg- 
lund cannot be traced, but the term is 
clearly a corrupted form of the French 
jeu’trompe, literally a toy trumpet, but 
the corruption of jeu into Jew is evi- 
dently of a good age. Perhaps it was a 
jeu dosprit, Timbs, in his ‘'Popular 
Error,’’ says that the instrument is 
called a Jew’s harp by Hakluyt. Ba- 
con called it jeu-trumpe, while jeu- 
trump is used by Beaumont and 
Fletcher, In Bailey's Dictionary (1788) 
will be found ‘Jews barp, an instru- 
ment of musick.’’ The substitution of 
“harp’’ commonly for ‘‘tramp’’ is ap- 
parently a later growth, although, of 
course, Hakluyt points to an early use, 
In all probability the French origin of 
the term is the correct one and ‘‘jaws- 


harp’’ may have been the matter of fact 
name invented by the country folk 
among Whom it circulated—maybe 


through the efforts of the chapman and 
the packman.

To Revise the Charter of the City 
of Woburn. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Tirte 1. Municipat Government. 


Seerion 1, Whe inhabitants of the City 
of Woburn shall continue to be a body 
politic and corporate, under the name of th 
City of Woburn,and as such shall have, and 
exercise and enjoy all the rights, immuni- 
ties, powers and privileges, and shall be 
subject to all the duties and obligations,now 
pertaining to and incumbent upon the said 
city as a municipal corporation, 

Section 2. The administration of all 
the fiscal, prudential and municipal affairs 
of said city, with the government thereof, 
shall, except the affairs of the public schools 
of said city, be vested in an executive de- 
partment which shall consist of one officer, 
to be called the Mayor, and in a legislative 
department which shall consist of a single 
body to be called the City Council, the 
members whereof shall be called Aldermen, 
The executive department shall never 
exercise any legislative power and the legis- 
lative department shall never exercise any 
executive power, except as herein otherwise 
provided. 

Srerion 8. The territory of said city 
shall continue to be divided into seven 
wards, which shall retain their present 
boundaries until the same shall be changed 
under the general law relating thereto. 
The number of wards may, in any year 
fixed by law for a new division of wards in 
cities, be changed by vote of the City 
Council, with the approval of the Mayor, at 
or prior to making such division; but the 
number of wards shall never be less than 
seven. 


Tite 2. Exvecrions anp MEETINGS 


Section 4. The municipal election shall 
take place annually on the second Tuesday 
of December, and the municipal year shall 
begin on the first Monday of January follow 
ing. 

All meetings of the citizens for Municipal 
purposes shall be called by warrants issued 
by order of the City Council, which shall be 
in such form and be served and returned in 
such manner and at such times as the Coun- 
cil may by ordinance direct. 

Section 5. Atsuch municipal election 
the qualified voters shall give in their votes 
by ballot in the several wards for Mayor, 
Alderinen, and members of the School Com- 
mittee, and members of the Board of Public} 
Works then to be elected, and the person 
receiving the highest number of votes for 
any office shall be deemed and declared to 
be elected to such office; and whenever two 
or more persons are to be elected to the 
same office the several persons, up to the 
number required to be chosen, receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be deemed 
and declared to be elected 

If it shall appear that there is no choice 
of Mayor, or if the person elected Mayor 
ehall refuse to accept the office, or shall die 
before qualifying, or if a vacancy in said 
office shall occur more than three months 
previous to the expiration of the municipal 
year, the City Council shall forthwith 
cause warrants to be issued for a new 
tion, and the same proceedings shall be had! 
in all respects as are hereinbefore provided | 
for the election of Mayor, and shall be re- 
peated until the election of the Mayor is 
completed 

If the full number of members of the 
City Council has not been elected, or if a 
wacancy in the office of Aldermen shall! 
occur more than six months previous to the 
expiration of the municipal year, the Coun- 
cil shal! forthwith cause a new election to 
be held to fill the vacancy or vacancies, 

Seerion 6. All meetings for the election 
of National, State, County and District 
Officers shall be called by order of the City 
Council, inthe same manner as meetings 
for municipal elections are called. 

Section 7. The City Council may, when 
no convenient ward room for holding the 
meetings of the citizens of any ward can be 
had within the territorial limits of such 
ward, appoint and direct in the warrant for 
calling any meeting of the citizens of such 
ward that the meeting be held in some con- 
venient place within the limits of an adja 
cent ward of the city; and for such purpose 
the place so assigned shall be deemed and 
taken to be a partof the ward for which the 
election is held, 

Seerton 8. General meetings of the 
citizens qualified to vote may from time to 
time be held according to the right secured 
to the people by the Constitution of this 
Commonwealth, and such meetings may, 
and upon the request in writing of fifty 
qualified voters setting forth the purposes 
thereof, shall be duly called by the City 
Council.

Sxorton 9. ‘The City Council shall con 
sist of eight Aldermen at large and 
Alderman from each ward, and shall be 
elected as followa: Atthe first municipal 
election held under this act eight Aldermen 
at large shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the entire city, four to serve for 
the term of two years and four for term of 
one year, beginning with the first Monday 
of January then next ensuing, and there- 
after four Alderinen at large shall be elected 
in like manner at cach annual municipal

The oath 
aliall be administered by the City Clerk, or 
in case of his absence by any Justice of the 
Peace, and shall be duly certified on the 

journal of the City Council, In case of the 


one 


absence of the Mayor elect on the first 
Monday in January, or if a Mayor shall 
hot then have been elected, the oath of 
office may at any time thereafter be admin 
istered to him in the presence of the Coun 
cil; and at any time thereatter in like man 
ner the oath of office may be administered 
to any member of the Council who has 
been previously absent, or has been subse 
quently elected; and every such oath shall 
be duly certified as aforesaid 

Srerion 11. After the oath has been 
administered to the Aldermen present the 
City Council shall be called to order by the 
City Clerk, or in case of his absence by the 
oldest senior member present, The Council 
shall then proceed to the election of a 
President, who shall be elected by a ma. 
jority ballot of all the members of said 
Council, from their own number. If no 
quornm is present an adjournment shall be 
taken to a later hour, or to the next day, 
aud thereafter the same proceedings shall be 


had from day to day until a quorum is 
present.

Under that 
ledge all will be scooped away, In 
places thero are three or four such 
ledges, each projecting farther than 
those above. These ledges used to fall 
away occasionally, as they do yet, Tam 
told, for the ocean is gradually deyvour- 
ing that coast. Where they did not pro- 
ject farther than the upper coping, one 


| lad would swing like a pendulum on the 


rope and get on the rock, if not too far 
in, then puta rock on the loop to hold 
it till his return, When a ledge did pro- 
ject so that one could drop on it, he 
hauled down some slack and left the 
rope hanging. 

Well, the ledgo I reached was like 
this: It was ten feet wide, It 
stuck out maybe some six feet farther 
than the cliff top. The rock wall went 
up pretty near perpendicular, till near 
the coping at the ground, but below the 
ledge the cliff’s face was so scooped 
away that the sea, 500 feet below, ran 
in under it nigh 50 feet, 

As I went down thousands of birds 
rose from the jagged places of the prec- 
ipice, circling around mo with harsh 
screams, Soon touching the ledge, I 
stepped from the loop, aud, drawing 
(wn a little slack, walked off briskly.

Reports of Commissions, 


We suppose that not many persons 
read thoroughly the annual reports of 
the various State Commissions whieh 
appear at this season. ‘The statistical 
tables and technical detail which make 


them valuable as records and tor 
specialists lessen their interest for 
casual readers. 

An exception to this rule is the 


report of the Subway Commission, its 
official photographer labored industri- 
ously, and the result of his efforts 
makes a picture book of the report 
which gives a fair idea of the work 
even to a superficial reader, 

Less entertaining, but of more  seri- 
ous interest, is the report of the Metro- 
politan Sewerage Commission. ‘This 
announces the practical completion of 
the scheme for disposing of the sewage 


of Boston and its vicinity, work on 
which was begun twenty years ago. 


Approximately, $12,000,000 has been 
spent in building eighty miles of main 
sewers and their adjuncts, to drain an 
area of 160 square miles, extending 
from Woburn on the north to Dedham 
on the south and Waltham on the west. 


The southern outlet of Moon Island 
has been in successful operation since 
Jauuary, 1884, It is fair to expect 


equally efficient service from the later 
work, and the Greater Boston has. sol- 
ved the most difficult problem of muni- 
cipal sanitation—one which still con- 


fronts most large cilies everywhere,—

Hence the people who can pay | 
for the difference go second class, while 
those who are unable to scrape together | 
the third class fare, make a secret and 
illegal arrangement with the conductor, | 
or else artfully conceal themselves be- 
neath a seat till they reach the end of 
their journey.

The interior of a Russia third class 
Tailway carriuge is depressing. Some- 
times a gang of wild, unkempt harvest- | 
men, armed with seythes, sickles and 
formidable sticks with wonderful knobs 
the size of orang invade the carriages, 
endangering the features of the other 
occupants, offending their eyes and ears 
and polluting the atmosphere with 
heavy odors by no means suggestive of 
the fragrant composition of M, Pinard 
of Paris. Bags, milk pails, soiled pil- 
lows, muddy boots, vodka bottles, slabs 
of coarse black bread and odoriferous 
cheese of mighty strength, rolled up in 
yellow handkerchiefs, lie about loose in 
all directions. The floor moist or 
wet, bestrewn with sunflower seeds, 
orange, apple or cucumber peels and 
every imaginable kind of garbage and 
refuse, The windows are hermetically 
closed, and the pungent smoke of bad to- 
bacco stings the eyes and impregnates 
the clothing for days.

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THE RAILROAD HEARING. 


It ought not to be necessary to say 
to the contestants for the Loop line ot 
the Woburn & Reading Street Ruilroa 
that their fight if continued will result 
disastrously for the scheme, because il 
the people on the two proposed routes 
Cannot agree on one or the other o! 
them the course of the Company is easily 
to be seen. Col, Woodward will say : 
“Gentlemen, when you settle on a rout 
the Company will build the Loop; but 
until you do so nothing will be done 
about it. The Company will not take 
sides in your local fight.” 

Now, what is the situation? To- 
morrow evening the Aldermen will give 
a hearing on a petition of the W. & 
R. Co. for location of tracks on what 
is known as the Eaton avenue, route, 
that is, from Washington st. via Eator 
ave., to Main st. at Central Square. 
During the pendency of this matter in 
the Board of Aldermen another peti- 
tion has made its appearance numer- 
ously signed asking the W. & R. Co 
to apply for a different location for the 
Loop, namely, from Washington st. 
via Mishawum Road to Main st. ‘This 
petition has been, we believe, presented 
to President Woodward, and action or 
it by him is expected. 

It has been given out that the advo- 
cates of this latter route intend to ap- 
pear before the Aldermen tomorrow 
evening aud oppose favorable action ov 
the Eaton ave. petition for all there is 
out. 

“What then? If there should be a 
serious contest before the Board, and 
each side shows considerable strength, 
the probabilities are that the Board will 
vote to lay the whole matter on the 
table. What will that mean? That 
the building of the much needed Loop 
will be postponed two years, to say the 
least, with more than an even chance 
of its never goiug through. It will 
virtually mean a loss of the Loop. A 
continuation of the present controversy 
will deprive the city of au electric road 
from which, if constructed, great bene- 
fits would flow. 

Saying nothing about the compara- 
tive merits of the two routes, in view 
of the probable action of the Board in 
case of a sharp contest, would it be a 
prudent thing to do to appear at the 
meeting tomorrow evening and oppose 
the Eaton ave. route, or the granting 
of Col. Woodward’s petition for it? 
Would the best interests of the city 
warrant such a course? And cana 
few individuals afford to jeopardize the 
general welfare by opposing their private 
interests, and in some cases mere 
whims, against it? 

The interests of the city demand the 
speedy construction of the Loop. It 
would open up large tracts of the best 
building land inthe corporation ; settlers 
would speedily oceupy it; this would 
add largely to the volume of our tax- 
uble property; therefore the Loop 
should be built aud cars running over 
it by the 4th of July next.

CONTENTS OF TWENTY BIBLES ONA 
THUMB’S BREADTH. 


The Lord's Prayer Obscured by a Small 
Speck of Dust—How the Wonderful MIi- 
nute Writing {s Done Without Any Kind 


wf Mugnifying Power. 


Tho wildest dream of fine postal card 
writing fails to be of interest when 
compared with what has been written 
on glass witha diamond point. So mar- 
velously fine are the marks that have 
been traced on glass that when, by 
means of s powerful microscope, we 
clearly read the words covered by a 
speck when seen with the naked eye it 
is difficult to realize the fullness of the 
fact presented. 

Think of legible writing so fine that 
20 copies of the entire Bible can be writ- 
ten in the narrow space of one square 
inch! Yet such there is in existence and 
cau be produced without any great diffi- 
culty. 

Particular attention was called to this 
strange fact by Mr. Stephen Helm of 
628 Columbus avenue, a member of the 
New York Microscopical society and a 
fellow of the Royal society of London, 

“The Herald’s account of the wonder- 
fully fine writing produced by Mr. 
Charles 8, Monnier on a postal card is 
very interesting,’’ said Mr. Helm as he 
sat by his microscope with a bit of glass 
in his hand that showed a black ring in 
its center about the size of a silver 8 
cent piece. ‘His accomplishment is 
quite wonderful, but it is nothing com- 
pared with what is on this glass. ’’ 

I took the glass, but could see noth- 
ing within the little black ring, but 
with the of «a small hand Jens a 
speck became apparent. 

“That is the Lord’s Prayer,’ said 
Mr. Helm, ‘‘It contains letters and 
is written within the five-hundredth 
part of a square inch, In other words, 
the space it covers is one-twentieth by 
one-twenty fifth of an inch, and 500 of 
such spaces are contained within the 
bounds of a single square inch, which 
at the same rate would contain 118,500 
letters. Look at it and read the words, ”’ 

The bit of glass was adjusted under 
the microscope, and there, in good, 
plain writing, was the Lord’s Prayer, 
as easily read as the words in this para- 
graph. <As I read the lines a single 
speck of dust that flouted unobserved 
before our eyes settled on the glass slide 
and obscured the entire prayer. 

“This writing is not regarded by mi- 
croscopists familiar with minute forms 
as anything wonderful,’’ said Mr, 
Helin, ‘‘but the vostal card story makes 
it of general public interest. Now, look 
at this slide.’’ 

The glass slide referred to was simi- 
lar to the other, and within the little 
black circle marked on it there was no 
mark to be seen with the naked eye or 
with the strongest band magnifying 
glass. 

“You can see nothing there,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Helm; ‘‘neither can you un- 
der an ordinary microscope, but the 
gaine prayer is written there as on the 
other glass, only, as compared with the 
other, the space is us a New York city 
lot compared with a Dutchess county 
farm. Look at it under the strongest 
power my microscope is capable of.” 

There it was, the Lord's Prayer, in 
the Fame handwrit ing us the other, both 
being done by Professor Webb of the 
Royal Microscopical society, but ever 
sO much smaller, 

“The larger writing, as I told you,’’ 
said Mr, Helm, ‘‘covers a space measur- 
ed by one-twentieth of an inch one way 
and one-twenty-fifth the other, This 
one covers & space measured by one-five- 
hundredth part of av inch in one direc- 
tion and one-six-hundred and fifty- 
third part of an inch in the other direc- 
tion. In other words, it means that 
with writing of that size 74,115,500 
letters can be placed in a single square 
inch. The force of this is easicr compre- 
hended when we remember that the Bi- 
ble contains 8,568,480 letters, which 
means that the entire Christian Serip- 
tures can be written logibly, 20 times 
repeated, Within the space of a single 
square inch and have considerable va- 
cant space left,’’ 

This wonderfully minute writing, 
which requires # microscope magnity- 
ing 600 diameters to make it readable, 
is not produced by the use of any mag- 
nifying power, but by moving the 
hand and forming the letters as in or 
dinary very fine writing. The pen that 
is used is connected with a series of 
levers that reach a distance of six feet, | 
where is placed the glass slide to be 
written on, These leyera ure so adjusted 
that the motion of the end nearest the 
glass slide is much less than that of the 
other end, 60 that the amount of motion 
is lessened as it travels along the suc- 
cessive levers, until, when it reaches 
the delicate end armed with & minnte 
Ajamond that rests on the glass surface, 
it ig reduced to the coquired fineness. 

Thus, while the hand of the operator 
is covering with writing a sheet of pa- 
per six by nine inches in size, the let- 
ters he forms are duplicated on the glass 
by the cutting diamond within the space 
of one-five-hundredth part of # square

THE SAND BAR TOWN, 


ONE OF THE CU.OUS SIGHTS OF A 


GREAT RIVER. 
Hobo Colony on the tstand In the "Old 
Hen’ at Mempl Tumean Driftwood 
Whose Principal Ooccupationa Are Vish- 


ing, Beweging and Indotence, 


At Memphis the Mississippi river is 


nearly 1 1-2 miles wide, Just at the foot 
of the United States custom house the 
river bends into the shape of a fowl, 


nnd this place is called the ‘old hen.”’ 
From the Arkansas side of the river to 
the mouth ef Woif river, which supplies 
the city with water, is nearly threo 
miles, and in this mighty bend lies the 
bigeest sand bar in the Mississippi river 
The vast bar is 
more than a mile long and three-quar 
ters of a mile wide, and on this bar is 
the most interesting: colony in America, 
says a Nashville correspondent, 


On cold days, when the stiff north 


+ of the degen or more men crouched 
fire, poorly clad, cold and 
shivering. Men and women from every 
state are huddled together there, migra- 
tory by nature or necessity, indifferent 
and cheerful, 

Their abodes are either the close and 
dark shanty boats tied to the river's 
bank, some rudely thrown together hut 
of driftwood and stray beards, miserable 
little tents, or, rndest of all, nothing 
more than a square pen built of logs, in 
the center of which the fire burns and 
about the inside edges of which are the 
men huddled together, lazily passing 
the hours away. If acensus were taken, 
it would be found that they represent 
every section and all the large cities, 
but they generally claim homes in the 
vrout Mississippi valley. Tho Crescent 
City will secure the increment in the 
Winter months, and when warm weather 
southern visitors again go 
north, The unfortunates on the bar con- 
stitute the human driftwood of the val-

A FOE TO BURGLARS. 


Where Private Watchmen Patrol There Is 
Little Chance For Housebreaking. | 
| 


“No, I he never does 
catch a thief,’ said an uptown resi- 
dent 


suppose 


the other evening, just after | 


the private watchman had passed 
the house, ‘but it’s worth $20 or $25 | 
a year to have that man around | 


looking after your house during the 
night. It’s just like any kind of in- 
surance, If you keep paying that 

man year after year and have never | 
had a robbery or even an attempt 
at it during all that time, you might 
naturally feel that you had had the 
worst of it, but if you do without 
the watchman and get up some fine | 
morning to find that your silver- | 
ware and jewelry have taken flight 

in the night, thon it's time to kick 

| yourself for not having employed | 
him."’ 

Probably every one who has walk. | 
ed through the fine residence see. | 
tion after 10 p.m. has seen these 
watchmen. ‘They walk along leisure 
ly, as though going nowhere in par- 
ticular, If you take notice of one of 
them long enough, you will see him 
stop at a certain house, try the 
doors, see that the windows are} 
closed, and then pass on to another 
house, where he will repeat the op- 
eration, This he keeps up all night 
—that is, from about 10 p,m. until 
daylight—and a burglar must oper- 
ate pretty quickly if he expects to 
get away with anything from a 
house that this man is watching. 

His first round ismade late in the 
evening, after most families have 
gone to bed, yet before any of the 
jiminy and dark lantern fraternity 
is up and doing. He makes a care 
ful inspection of every house under 
his care and sces that everything is 
all secure for the night. Frequently 
on this trip he finds a window open 
or a grating unfastened or a back 
gate unlocked, probably a piece of 
negligence on the part of some serv- 
ant or member of the family. In 
these cases he fastens the open win- | 
dow or grating, and his work for} 
the night has really begun. | 

Each watchman tries to have be- 
tween 80 and 40 houses on his beat, 
which does not include oyer three 
or four blocks. In this way it is nev 
er more than half an hour from the 
time that he leaves a particular 
house until he is back to it again. 
He knows just how every house 
ought to look, even to many minor 
details that the average passerby 
would not notice, and if there are 
any signs of anything wrong, he 
soon finds out the cause. 

These watchmen have no power 
of arrest aside from that which ey- 
ery citizen has of holding a thief or 
other wrongdoer and turning him 
over to an officer, They all carry 
night sticks and revolvers, however, 
and could probably give a burglar a} 
good tussle until a policeman could | 
respond to a whistle or rapping on 
the sidewalk for assistance, The ay- 
erage price paid to these guardians 
of private residents is $1.50 to $2a 
month, but it may go as hjgh as $5, 
depending largely upon The gener. 
osity of the house owner, But the 
watchman with 85 houses on his list 
makes a good living and is content | 
ed with his lot. It is not an agree: | 
able job going the rounds on a 
stormy winter night, but these men

A Fish Fating Hird That In Deemed a} 
Dolioncy In Australia, | 
Tastes differ in different latitudes, 

éven among Nnglish speaking people. 

Imagine Caucasians dining on salted 

petrels, and with arelish, too, as though 

that fish eating sea bird were a luxury, 

Of all the fowls that haunt the barren 

falands on the California const none is| 

considered quite so worthless as the| 
sooty petrel, Even the sea gull has hia! 
usefulness as a scavenger on the bays| 
along the coast, but the petrel is truly 
a despised bird in these waters. Sen 
gulls’ eggs bring a price in the market | 
that makes it worth whilo to gather 
them ata considerable expense, but no 
one thinks it worth while to rob the | 
petrels’ nests on the rookeries at the} 

Farallone islands, 

It is different in Australia. Is it the 
cold winds that blow up from the ant: | 
arctic regions or the hot air that sweeps | 
down from the equator? No matter 
what tho cause, the fact is that the ap-| 
petites of our Australian cousins are! 
radically different. The sooty petrel is 
there an edible fowl, with a decided 
market value, and anumber of men and 
amal] craft are employed each year in 
catching, salting, packing and carrying 
it in great quantities from the rookeries 
on Trefoil island and other adjoining 
islands on the north coast of Tasmania 
to Stanley and Melbourne. 

Mutton bird is the general name! 
given the petrel there, and the men and} 
ships engaged in the business are known 
as mutton birders, To Americans this| 
is quite a novel industry, and the fact 
that such common sea birds as the petrel | 
are packed and sulted down like’so much 
pork is always a matter of wonderment 
to strangers who go there. But the test} 
of the pudding is in the eating of it, and 
those who have dined off mutton birds 
instead of land mutton pronounce the 
one every bit as good as the other. 

If you leave San Francisco in August, 
sailing westward and southward, you 
will pass many great flocks of birds that 
will be pointed out to you as sooty pe- 
trels—or they will pass you, for they 
are traveling about three times faster 
than you are, And when you reach Mel- 
bourne and have become acclimated 
enough to venture a trip across to Tus- 
mInania, you muy dine off the young of 
those very birds that passed you on the 
California coast, only now they will be 
served to you us mutton birds, 

These fowls leave the Farallones ¢ v-| 
ery few months, and once every year 
they visit Australia. Trefoil island is 
their chief roosting place in the south- 
ern hemisphere, 60 far as is known. 
Here they scratch and dig in the barren 
soil until they have burrowed a hole 
perhaps two feet deep. Into these holes 
each hen in the immense flock deposits 
her one egg. The mutton birder inserts 
his arm full stretch for his game. He 
does not take the egg, but waits a week 
or ten days after the egg has been hatch- 


as big as the parent, but much more 
tender and fat. On land the petrel is 
quite unable to escape from the catchers. 
It cannot mount into the air from off 
the land, though its wings are enor- 
mously Jong in proportion to its black 
body, and it rises quite gracefully from 
the water. On shore, however, the 
strange bird must hop along at a slow 
pace and can only fly from the top of a 
ledge. Certain points of Trefoil island 
are littered with thousands of these 
nests, and it is no difticult task to gath- 
er the yearly harvest of young mutton 
birds. The mutton birding season on 
Trefoil island lasts from a month to six 
weeks, and this includes the catching, 
salting, packing and shipping. They 
are packed in casks, and these are loaded 
on coasting schooners that come after 
them from Tasmania and Melbourne. 

By the time the fresh crop of mutton 
birds is being eaten at Melbourne the 
adult parents, with perhaps a certain 
percentage of the young ones that have 
escaped the catchers, are returning to 
their old haunts, occupying the old and 
scratching new nests on the Farallone 
islands. Here the birds are practically 
unmolested, and it may thus be said, 
with some basis in reason, that the Cal- 
ifornia coast is supplying the Australian 
coasters with their edible sea fowl, 

It is true, of course, that the petrel 
finds other quiet nesting places besides 
the islands off the California coast, bu 
it is also true that Catalina, the Santa 
Barbara channel islands and the Paral- 


lones are their chief rookeries on this | 
coast, and that at certain seasons these 
islands are entirely deserted by them, 


while the islands off Tasmania and the 

southern coast of Australia then swarm 

with them,—San Francisco Chronicle.

Miss Lang’s Concert, 


A very good sized audience were present

as Mrs. Hutchinson arrived the whole 


church, with a few exceptions, joined them 
selves to her with enthusiasm. She held 
meetings for women who met to discuss and 
criticise the sermons of the clergy, and we 
may say, organized the first Woman's Club, 

Only a short time intervened however, 
before lier outspoken religious opinions 
caused her to be excommunicated from the 
chureh; her friends turned against: her t 
even her most admired friend and preacher 
John Cotton, She was finally tried before 
the General Court for disturbing the peace, 
and was banished. She and her family re 
moved to Connecticut and were seon after 


wards killed in an Indian massacre, with 
the exception of one child, 
Anne Hutchinson was an excellent wife, 


mother and friend; her family were devoted 
to her, She possessed a ready wit, a bold 
spirit, both of which are characteristic of 
the “new woman.” A gifted woman, she 
could not take other people's opinions; she 
was however not politic because of her in- 
ability to compromise. She was judicious, 
at the same time excitable, and uugresive; 
often called a religious fanatic; extreme in 
her views, and set in her purpose. Her 
whole attention was given to religion, 
simply because, in those early’ days, there 
was nothing else to expend her eneryies 
upon, Her trial was most unjust and cruel, 
but she fought her fight nobly and alone, 
and to-day she stands foremost as a hero 
woman beside Bradford and Winthrop. 

Miss Wood has an unusual gift as lecturer, 
possessing a most happy power of speech, 
and shows great literary study. She pleas- 
antly impressed her listeners, manitesting 
great insight into her subject.

common in this country than in any} 
other claiming to be civilized, patriotic | 
defenders of our land were quick to} 
resent the charge with much indignation, 
and more anger.

The charge is only too 
true, Dr, Paul Bartholow, of this city, 
in a recent paper treating the subject 
from a scientific point of view, shows 
incidentally that) murder is more ecom- 
mon in the United States than in any 
other eountry with which reasonable 
comparisons can be made.

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THE NEW CITY CHARTER. 


It is said, and it is doubtless true, 
, 


that the more thought the people give | 


the new city charter the better its 
chances are for being adopted when 
submitted to a popular vote, The 
change proposed in our organic law is 
somewhnt radical, but the people do 
not fear it, provided it gives them some 
thing better than they had before. In 
deed, a change from the old charter is 
ove of the strongest recommendations 
of the new. 

Except in minor matters no objection 
to the draft has been heard, which fact 
induces the belief that it is liked. 

In our judgment the charter will bi 
fA great improvement on the presen! 
one. The Single Board, the method 
of choosing its members, the Board o} 
Public Works, are among the features 
the wisdom and utility of which need 
but little consideration to demonstrate. 
This is a year for new city charters and 
in nearly or quite every bill presented 
provisions similar to those which are 
prominent in ours have been embodied 
The Single Board is popular every- 
where. ‘The election of 8 of its mem 
bers at large, as provided for in the 
Woburn bill, is equally important and 
as great an improvement as the change 
from a double to a single Board. 

It has been suggested that no time 
should be lost in educating the public 
mind up to a thorough understanding 


of the merits of the proposed vew 
charter, and the importance of its 
acceptance by the people. It is 


feared that indifference or neglect of 
duty on the part of its friends may 
result in its rejection, therefore work 
for a different result ought to commence 
at once.

the old cannon known as “One 
Horn.’’ This weapon stands on an 
eminence in Fairview cemetery at 


Westfield, N. J. Boside it is the sol 
diers’ monument, and above, on a 
lofty flagpole, perches an American | 
eagle, symbolical of the liberty the 
cannon Was so active in achieving, 

Compared with the ponderous ar 
tillery of our time, ‘One Horn” can- 
non is but a plaything. It is less 
than 4 feet in length, and weighs 
With its carriage barely 150 pounds, 
But in its day the gun was regarded 
as a formidable weapon, and its 
capture by the Americans from the 
British in 1780 occasioned preat re- 
joicing in the patriots’ camp. 

Prior to June 28 of that year, the 
eannon was used by General Knyp 
hausen in a campaign yitended to 
destroy the patriots and the cause 
for which they were struggling, On 
that eventful morning the British 
ecommender divided his force of 
5,000 men into two columns, and ad 
vanced westward from Elizabeth. 
town. One division marched to 
Springfield and the other took the 
road through what is now Cranford | 
to Westfield, 

The citizens of Westfield awaited 
with intense anxicty the arrival of 
the enemy. Their forebodings were 
not quieted by the news from

The cannon has figured promi- 
nently in many occasions subsequent 
to the war for independence, It has | 
been fired in scores of patriotic cele 
brations, and the descendants of | 
Revolutionary patriots have prized | 
it so highly that many rival claims 
to its ownerskip have been made. | 
Within few years Westiield has | 
succeeded in proving its title, and | 
the gun has been stationed in Fair 
view cemetery, Where it teaches an 
impressive object lesson in patriot 
ism.—New York Post.

Think of his calling 
Christ a glutton, and of his accusing Him 
of being in league with himself, and of 
His being crucified as an evildoer, Imagine 
Stephen, filled with the Spirit of God, be- 
{ny yuilty of blasphemtng God. Yet 
Christ was accused of the same. When 
such treatment comes our way, let us be 
thankful for fellowship with Christ (1 
Pet, fi, 20). 

18, 14. ‘We have heard him say that 
this Jesus of Nazareth shall destroy this 
place.’ Such was some of the testimony 
which the false witnesses bore against 
Stephen. The false witnesses said of 
Christ that Ho said He was able to destroy 
the temple of God and build it in three 
days (Math, xxvi, 61). 

15. ‘And all that sat in the council, 
looking steadfastly on him, saw his face 
as it had been the face of an angel.’’ His 
Lord was with him and in him, and made 
something of His glory to be seen in him, 
Perhaps it was somewhat as when the face 
of Moses so shone that the people could 
not look upon him (Hx, xxxivy, 80, 85), 

Chapter vil, 64. When they heard these 
things, they were cut to the heart, and 
they gnashed on him with their teeth.” 
When the false witnesses made their false 
accusation, the high priest said to Stephen, 
In reply 
to this he began at the appearance of God 
to Abraham and traced the goodness of 


| God to Israel down to David and Solomon; 


then made the nation guilty of the perse- 
cution of the prophets, and of the murder 
of Christ, and of not keeping the law of 
God This cut them and led to their 
gnashing their teeth at Stephen. 

65. But he, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked up steadfastly into heaven 
and saw the glory of Godand Jesus stand- 
ing on the right hand of God.’ Thus he 
Was unmoved by their anger and heeded 
not their wnashing teeth. The way of 
peace is to see Jesus only and always. 
Look steadfastly upward and never within 
nor around, Sce Isa, xii, 10, R. V. mar- 
gin, Jesus at God's right hand for us, 
and the glory which awaits us are enough 
to lift us above all the things we see. 
“And said, Behold [ see the heayens 
opened and the Son of Man standing on 
the right hand of God."’ Heaven opened 
always shows us Christ or His church 
oither in glory or tribulation, The phrase 
is found only seven times tn Seripture, the 
other six places being in the following 
chapters: Ezek. 1, Math. iil, John 1, Acts 
x, Rey. ivand xix. We are saved by be- 
holding Jesus Christ as the Lamb of God 
taking away our sins. Werun with pa- 
thence and grow in grace only as we look 


as He is we shall then be forever ike Him 
(John 4, 20; Heb. xii, 1, 2; IL Cor, iff, 18; 
I John ii, 2). 

‘And the witnesses laid down 
their clothes at a young man’s feet, whose 
name was Saul.’ Lhis is our first intro- 
duction to one who figures so largely in 
the rest of this book and in most of the 
epistles to the churches, How little he 
dreamed that day as he minded tho clothes 
of those who stoned Stephen that he would 
ever be a most devoted follower of Him 
Whom Stephen said he saw at God's right 
hand! In atter days he must often have 
thought of this day and its events. God 
had a plan for him to be revealed in due 
time. Isa. xlvi, 9, 10; Gal. i, 15, 16. 
In His own way and in His own time God 
humbled Saul and brought him to Him- 
self. Doubtless Stephen's testimony had 
something to do with it 

“And they stoned Stephen, calling 
upon God and saying, Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.’’ In Ps. xxxi, 6, it is written, 
“Into thine hand I coinmit my spirit.’ 
‘hese very words said Jesus to Tis Father 
When He died on Calvary, and similar 
words says Stephen as he dies, It is asked, 
the spirit after death? Jesus’ 
that is, Jesus Himself out of thi 
was with the Father, Stephen's 
that is, Stephen himself out of his 
body—was with the Lord Jesus in glory, 
Jesus taught in Luke xvi, 22-28, the con 
scious existence of those who pass out of 
the body by death. The same is clearly 
taught in Rey, vi, #11, and in Phil. 4, 21, 
28; II Cor, y, 8. 
Pho nonexistence of a person 
between death and resurrection or the an 
nihilation of the wieked is not taught in 
the Scriptures and cannot be taught from 
them without violont perversion of these

The Beautiful and Patient Weaving of the 
Navajo Indians, 


Exactly the most perfect blanket. 
Neither Ottoman fingers nor British 
machines have produced its 
peer, The only thing I know of to 
surpass it is to be found among the 
astounding 
have exhumed in the mummy mines 
of Peru, but they are not blankets. 
And this matchless weaving is the 
handiwork, not of some old world 
craftsman, not of a trained heir of 
civilization, but of a wild animal—a 
dirty, foxy, barbarous denizen of a 
corner of the Great American desert 

A Navajo Indian of New Mexico 
and Arizona cannot vie with the 
modern Turk in rugs nor with the | 
extinct Yunea in fringes, but when | 
it comes to blankets he can beat the 
world, or, rather, he could, for it is | 
nearly a generation since a Navajo | 
blanket of strictly the first class has 
been created, Here is a lost art, not 
because the Navajoes no longer 
know how, but because they will no 
longer take the trouble. They make 
thousands of blankets still—thick, 
coarse, fuzzy things, which are the 
best camping blankets to be had 
anywhere and most comfortable 
robes—but of the superb old pon 
chos and zerapes for chiefs—those 
iron fabrics woven from vayeta, a 
Turkish cloth imported specially for 
them and sold at $6 a pound, unray 
eled by them and its thread rein- 
sarnated in an infinitely better new 
body—not one has been woven in 20 
years. It is a loss to the world, but 
the collector who began in time can 
hardly be philanthropist enough to 
lament the deterioration which has 
made it impossible that even the 
richest rival shall ever be able to} 
match his treasures. 

There are still Navajoes—20, 000 of 
them—and there is still vayeta, and 
as there are people who would give 
$500 for an «absolutely first class 
vayeta blanket you might fancy 
that the three things would pool, 
but that is to forget the Navajo. He 
is a barbarian, to whom enough is}! 
an elegant sufficiency. By weaving | 
the cheap and wretched blankets of 
today—wretched, that 1s, as works 
of art—he can get all the money he 
desires. Why, then, toil a twelve- 
month over a blanket for 
which is more coin than 
imagine anyhow-—when a 
work will bring $5? 

The art of the Navajo blanket is 
as old as Plymouth rock and almost 
as bigoted, You can tell a genuine | 
just as far as youcan seeit. Itisa 
curious fact, known to the student, 
that when left to himself the Indian 
never blunders in color. It is only 
when too long rubbed with our 
shoddy civilization and 
with the ease and cheapness of our |

strictly perfect Navajo blanket. To} 
the Indian color is a part of reli- 
gion, and purples and pinks and 
other devil's colors he never can 
use until he is fully corrupted. ‘The 
blanket of today is the most graphic 
Witness to the falling off of the abo 
rigine that ever came into court, It 
is full of hues that any decent In 
dian knows to be literally infamous. 
A generation ago a Nayajo would} 
have been put to death by his peo 
ple if simply found in possession of | 
one of these witch But the 
true old blanket was as perfeet in | 
1ts In its Weaving, 
and fT have blankets which have for 
75 years done duty onan adobe floor, | 
Of course at all times these gems | 
were compuratively few, Not every | 
Navajo weaver was a master, and | 
not so many could afford a blanket | 
whose thread a pound as} 
could “‘stund” the natural wool at} 
80 cents, But what has done most } 
to make the old time perfect blanket | 
searce is the fact that it was almost | 
invariably buried with its owner, | 
In the Christian graveyards of the} 
Pueblos, in the barbaric lonely last} 
cuddling places of Navajo captains, 
the vast majority of the perfect 
blankets have gone to the worms, I

These 
were the men who lived near to him 
and knew the thoughts that throbbed in 
his active brain, Nome of these men has 
told me of any gtriking religious thought 
Which he uttered from the pulpit, but 
all have said that he insisted that if al- 
ways paid to plow deep and plant al- 
falfa, They have related with especial 
pride their ith ‘‘the president”’ 
at evenings camp fires, when he would 
plan, with wonderful accuracy, irrign- 
tion canals and village sites, to be made 
in connection with the conquest of some 
new valley they had explored, The 
plans which he traced on the ground 
with his cane by the firelight generally 
anticipated very closely the later results 
Ilis letters to these captains 
were full of instructions about provi- 
sions, coming emigrant parties and the 
treatment of the Indians, They always 
closed with a devout reference to Divine 
Providence, but the underlying spirit 
was that of the sturdy industrial chief- 
tain aiminggat tho conquest of the waste 
places. 

This man’s dream was of empire, In 
every fiber of his body, in every beat of 
his brain and heart, he was a material- 
ist. All his buildings, like all his phi- 
losophics, were fashioned on strong and 
simple lines. They were made, not to 
look beautiful, but to serve useful pur- 
poses and to last long. That he used the 
power of the church relentlessly to ac- 
complish his ends cannot be denied, But 
the church, however much it may have 
meant to others, was with him only one 
of the means, and not the great object 
of his ambition. His first act in Utah 
was to raise the American flag and pro- 
claim himself governor of ‘‘the state of

THE CIRCUIT BOULEVARD. 


The Circuit Boulevard as planned for Woburn and Winchester 
a continuation of the Mystic Valley Parkway from its present terminus in Win 
chester, in a northerly direction through the eastern parts of Winchester and 
Woburn, along the easterly side of the Aberjona River in Winchester and the 
westerly portion of the Aberjona Valley, at the base of Mt. Pleasant and Mt, 
Gilboa in Woburn, to and through Woburn’s Park; thence to and along the east- 
erly base of Rag Rock; thence to and skirting the whole westerly shore of Horn 


Pond; thence to Winter Pond and then on to Mystic Lake, running along the 
eninsular which separates the upper and lower Mystic and again joining the 


) 
Mystic Valiey Parkway, the whole circuit boulevard being nearly eight miles in 
length, 

It is also proposed to run a branch of Circuit Boulevard from a point north 
of Cross street in Winchester to the Middlesex Fells, and enter the reservation in 
its extreme northerly portion at a point between Winchester’s north reservoir and 
Bear Hill in Stoneham, one of the most beautiful portions of the whole Fells 
reservation, This would furnish a convenient entrance for Woburn and = Stone- 
ham and towns to the north, and an exit for those driving from towns and cities 
to the south. 


It is intended to have the Circuit Boulevard 100 feet in width throughout its 
whole extent and to have portions of its surface set apart for bieyelists and 


electric railway tracks, the remainder to be laid out for driveways and sidewalks. 

This would provide for the pleasure of people in all circumstances of life, 
those who are fortunate enough to possess horses and carriagés being given ample 
opportunity for driving, and the masses of the people having the electric cars to} 
furnish them with an enjoyable ride around the circuit; also providing lovers of |

| South Sea Inhat#tants and Their Pecullar 


Ideas of Beauty. 

Tattooing must be counted among the 
arising from 
the instinct of personal adornment. 

Major General Robley has devoted a 
good sized yolume to the practice as 
pertaining to the New Zealanders. The 
Maori tattooing. known to them 
‘“*moko,'’ is a kind of face carving. The 
process is very painful and the patient 
is generally ill for some time, suffering 
terribly from fever and swelling in the 
wounds, but he is consoled in the midst 
his worst agony by reflecting upon 
the probable effect of the new adorn-

| ment in terrorizing his enemies and fas- 


cinating the fair sex, During his retire- 
ment his relatives and friends come in 
large parties to see him and chant verses 
set aside for such 
the beauty that will 
moko is complete. 
This custom seems to have insinuated 
itself into songs of the tou 
arge extent. The following is 
taken from Sir George Gray's collection 
of Maori legends. The brother of the 
celebrated Te Henhen laments his death 
in these words: 
Turn yet this once thy bold, athletic frame, 
And let me see thy skin carved o'er with lines 
Of blue, and let me see thy face, 
So beautifully chiseled into various forms.

THE USES OF PAIN. 


They May Be Safely Reduced ns Civillza- 
tion Advances, 


The statement of Dr. 8. Weir 
Mitchell, in his address on ‘The 
Birth and Doath of Pain,’’ at the 
Boston celebration of the semicen- | 
tennial of anesthesia, that the pur 
of painis ‘a riddle to which 
earth can give no unswer,’’ is called 
in question by the editor of The 
Hospital in a leading article. For 
the editor the use of pain, far from 
being a riddle, is so clear that he 
who runs may read, Pain 1s to the 
ordinary man a warning of danger. 
Says the editorial to which we refer; 

“Here is a man with a painful 
broken arm. Does the pain serve 
any special purpose, any purpose 
which might not as well have been 
served without it?) Most assuredly it 
does, But for the pain the average 
man—not, perhaps, the scientific 
man, but the average man—would

not pay heed to his injury, would 
not, in fact, devote the necessary 
time and trouble to its perfect re- 
pair. We have to consider what the 
average man is for the purposes of 
this discussion. He is not the average 
modern American or modern Euro- 
pean, tinctured with all the culture, 
all the science, all the high moral- 
ity of the modern world. He is the 
typical person of no education who 
has made up the generations of men 
from the earliest times when man- 
kind emerged from the practically 
brute condition into dawning moral 
consciousness. That is the average 
man to be considered when we ask 
what may be the purpose of pain. 

“Has pain had a purpose of any 
kind for all those countless genera- 
tions of the uncultured past who } 
have constituted the solid mass of | 
mankind? Mostassuredly it has had | 
a purpose—many purposes. It has} 
compelled attéation to injured struc- 
tures; it has enforced rest and sleep 
by the distress or weariness; the} 
taking of food by the tortures of | 
hunger, and, in short, has been the | 
general indicator and corrector for 
man and beast in the exercise of | 
physical and physiological energy 
of every kind. Not only so, but the | 
moralist and the religious teacher 
will unite in insisting that the edu- 
cational value of pain in the regions 
of morals and religion has been and 
continues to be incalculable. So far | 
from agreeing with Dr. Weir Mitch- 
ell that pain has no purpose in the 
world, we affirm that one of the 
most obvious of all the facts con 
nected with pain is its definite and | 
incaculable value, as an indicator, a 
corrector, an educational force, alike 
in the physical, the mental and the 
moral spheres.”’ 

This being so, an objector may 
say, Why interfere with pain at all? 
This stand was actually taken by | 
many who held, at the time of the 
introduction of ancesthetics, that to 
use them was to fly in the face of 
the Alnighty. But The Hospital 
points out that such a course would 
be quite illogical. It says: 

“That which essential for one 
period of human development may 
not essential for another. The} 
sharp physical stimuli, the clubs 
and spears of the early savage, are 
not needed by the later races of 
men, In earlier times hunger, thirst, 
fear of wounds from enemies, the 
most elementary of all sensations, 
were needed to compel even the 
highest races of men to do the best 
that was in them, In our times |

WHERE THEY GOT TT, 


ORIGIN OF THE GREAT WEALTH OF | 
SOME NEW YORKERS. 


The Ancestors of Some of the Four Hun- 
dred Were Very Humble Citizens— Some 
of Gotham's Society Leaders Sprang From 


Very Sturdy Stock. 


John Jacob Astor, the founder of the | 
Astor fainily, was a peddler of musical 
instruments. 

Commodore Vanderbilt, three genera- 
tions back, began life as a small farmer 
on Staten Island. He was also a ferry- 
man and clam digger. 

Jay Gould, father of George Gould 
and of the Countess Castellane, first ap- | 
peared in New York as a seller of rat 
traps. He did not make a success of this, 
80 he turned land surveyor. 

The distinguished Hoffman family, 
which has given one governor to New | 
York state and has mingled its blood 
with many of the leading families in | 
New York society, was settled in trade | 
in New York over a century ago as | 
dealers in groceries. 

The founder of the Mills family, com 
paratively new in New York society, is | 
Darius O. Mills, the present owner of 
the Mills building and the father of 
Mrs. Whitelaw Reid and of Ogden Mills, 
Mr. Mills began life selling household 
goods from place to place in the interior | 
of New York state. 

Mrs. Bradley Martin's father was a} 
cooper in New York city who devoted | 
his life to making barrel staves, kegs for | 
beer and hogsheads for tobacco. The 
cooper’s name was Isaac Sherman, and 
his granddaughter is now the Countess 
of Craven. 

Governor Levi P. Morton began his} 


commercial life as a tailor at Han 
over, N. H., where he manufactur-| 


ed clothes for the Dartmouth college 
students. Hanover is but a small town, | 
not haying even a railroad station, and! 
Dartmouth college gives it the only so- 
cial life it possesses. Governor Morton | 
was the leading merchant of the place. 
There are people in New York today 
who claim to possess clothes made by | 
him during these early days. He soon | 
left Hanover and went into the dry 
goods business, From this he realized a} 
fortune, and then he went into finance, 


founding the banking institution of| 
which he is now the head. Besides be- | 


ing governor of New York he has been | 
minister to France and vice president of | 
the United States. 

A Washington merket butcher ac- 
cumulated the fortune that made Mr. 
Fred Gebhard possible as a conspicuous 
figure in New York society. The orig- 
inal Gebhard sold butter and cheese as | 
well as pork chops and spare ribs, and | 
among his customers were many swells. 
Mrs. Frederick Neilson also inherited 
some of this wealth. 

The great Waterbury cordage trust, | 
the conception of that brilliant financier, 
James M. Waterbury, originated over 


| the 


| many 


in Williamsburg, where the original | 
Waterbury started a ropewalk with a 
small boy to help him, but with plenty | 
of energy and ambition. He made rope | 
for the ships that came to New York in| 
the early days of the century, and they} 
were handmade, of fine hemp, unlike | 
the machine made ropes of the present | 
day. The ropewalk, which became more 
and more prosperous with advancing 
years, was handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, realizing millions of 
dollars for the Waterburys. | 

The earliest member of the Post fam- 
ily of whom there is any record was 
Jothan Post, who conducted a butcher! 
shop. Butcher Post sold tripe, pork and 
choice cuts of beef to the New York 
swells of a century ago, and he delivered 
his own meats at their houses. He lived | 
up stairs over his butcher shop, and his- 
tory records that he was one of the first 
men every morning to open his shop for} 
business in the city. He lived to a good | 
old age and left numerous descendants, | 
who have intermarried with other dis-| 
tinguished families. 

Peter Cooper, whom many residents 
of New York remember to haye seen rid 
ing about the city in a queer old buggy, | 
wearing big steel spectacles and whis- | 
kers under his chin and having an air of 
great benevolence, founded the fortunes | 
of the Cooper family. In early life he 
went into the glue business, and the in-| 
dustry he founded is still carried on, al- 
though its odoriferous product is now | 
described “gelatin.’’ Abram S. | 
Hewitt became tutor in the family and | 
married Miss Cooper. Both he and Ed- 
ward Cooper, son of Peter Cooper, have 
been mayors of New York. Peter Cooper, | 
however, was the most distinguished 
member of the family, and his public 
benefactions will make him long re- 
membered. 

There is no record of the Sloanes in 
the early days of New York’s history, | 
but no list of the families prominent in 
society at the present day would be com- 
plete without a reference to them. The} 
Sloanes inherited a fine carpet business, | 
Which was built up by an ancestor who 
wis as good a judge of brusse ux: | 
minster 2s any in the city in his day 
This institution they h broadened 
and extended. W. D. Sloane married a 
daughter of William H. Vander! and 
is the futher of an interesting family. 

When Miss Fannie Work of this city 
married the brother of Lord Fermoy, she

AUTHOR OF “‘RORY O'’MORE.”’ 


Bamuel Lover Was a Gifted Artist as Well 
as a Writer, | 

Mrs, Fanny Schmid, daughter of 
Samuel Lover and mother of Victor 
Herbert, the American musician, 
tributes a paper of reminiscences 
The Author of ‘Rory O' Moore’ 
The Century. After describing Lover's 
first employment in his father’s counting 
room Mrs, Schmid says: At 16 years of 
age he left his home in spite of the op 
position of his father and resolved to go 
his own way, depending solely on his 
own mental exertions for earning his 
bread, This shows his character in its 
true light, for, although distinguished 
by an enchanting amibility and cheer 
fulness, yet he had an irgyg will, an un 
tiring industry and px tt self depond 
ence, 

At first he paanayed to support him 
self by executing: for physicians draw 
ings, Which were destined to appear in 
anatomical works, and had, of cours: 
to be remarkably urate, It the

With patient industry he daily im- 
proved himeelf in miniature painting 
and was soon able to establish himself

Having painted everyhedy in Dublin 
who wished to be painted (as he himself 
ased to express it), after the lapse of a 
considerable time he decided on shifting 
the seene of his eff to London, where 
an endless field of action presented it- 
self. The groundwork of all his future 
activity had in the meantime been laid 
fn Dublin He had been contributing to 
various mosazines, and also making 
charming for them, 
Which had appeared as wood engravings. 

The first and second series of the hu- 
morous and racy ‘Legends and Stories 
of Ireland’? had appeared in London and 
had been received with great favor by 
the publie and the press in England as 
well as in Treland, 

The first song which he sueceedced in 
selling to a publisher he would not take 
money for, but arranged to take a guitar 
in exchange, as he had long wished to 
such an instrament, but had as 
yet not been able to buy one, How little 
he dreamed at that time of the thou- 
sands of pounds that would be made by 
his songs in the future! Unfortunately 
the publishers got the lion’s share of the

I may here r rk that he played 
both the piano and the guitar exceed- 
ingly well, although he had never had a 
lesson on either of these instruments.

Pocahontas of Early Louisiana, 

The Pocahontas of the early days of 
the colony of Louisiana, at least so far 
as devotion to the French was concern- 
ed, was 1 Lique (Tattooed Arm), 
the mother of the Great Sun or chief 
ruler of the Natchez nation at the time 
of the massacre of the French by the 
Natchezon the 27th of November, 1729. 
She suspected the great conspiracy that 
was on foot among the Natchez to de- 
stroy the French, and, being a faithful 
friend of the latter, induced by repeated 
solicitations her son, who was only 17 
years old, to confess to her that he had 
sent messengers to all the Indian na- 
tions throughout Louisiana, each mes- 
sage bearing u bundle of sticks, and 
each bundle containing exactly as many 
sticks as the others, The instructions 
given to th other Indian nations were 
to begin burning a stick on a certain 
day, and when the last stick should be 
consumed to fall on the French in their

A hearing on Woburn’s application 
for a new city charter was given by a 
committee of the Legislature on Feb 
25, at the State House, There was

The committee immediately reported 
it to the House where it went through 
two readings, and was finished and gent 
to the Senate early this week.

The long heralded concert by the 
Cecilia Club of this city, assisted by the 
Medford Musical Club, was given at 
Lyeeum Hall last Tuesday evening.

Mrs. Lineoln com- 
meneced her address by the following 
quotation from Octavia Hill: ‘The gift 
you have to make for the poor is the 
ureatest of all gifts, give of yourself.” 
The speaker mentioned some of the 
world’s greatest’ philanthropists, among 
them Luthur, Savonarola, Elizabeth Fry, 
John Howard, the Seventh Earl of 
Shattesbury; and of our own time, 
Florence Nightingale, Octavia Hill, Agnes 
Jones, Clara Barton and others, 

Showing what the continuous work of 
one individual can accomplish — for 
hundreds of others, she spoke at some 
length of the work of Lord Shaftesbury, 
speaking of him as a friend to the 
friendtess, a helper and personal etement 
in all philanthropie work. Agnes Jones 
received the highest honor from Mrs. 
Lincoln’s pen—another life given to 
others, Early in life she felt she had a 
vocation; it was her dream, her aspira- 
tion from childhood to serve’ others, 
She trained nurses in the Liverpool 
hospital, and spent three years in the 
workhouse of that city. Mr, Henry 
Ward Beecher spoke of her as being the 
true ideal of a life spent for others, and 
a ploneer in the workhouse moyement, 
She died at the age of The speaker 
said not only may we look to names in 
history, but around us to see noble ex 
amples of lives spent for others. 

She told of a society of women in

Tt often happens that there are spots 
on a negative—caused by specks of dust 
on the plate, air bubbles in the developer 
or an unlucky seratch in the handling— 
which, if not covered in some way, make 
a black spot on the silver paper and mar 
the beauty of what would otherwise be 
a fine picture. With a little practice one

varnish on the end of the finger and rub 
it lightly and evenly over the places 
Which are to be retouched, 
in a place free from dust. It will be dry 
enough in three or four hours. Place 
the retouching frame on a table by a 
Window with #® prood strong light, close 
the blind or lower the shade over 
upper part of the window and place a 
sheet of white paper under the frame on 
the table. Place the negative in the 
frame, and over it put apiece of opaque

points to be treated. Now, if the hole is 
a large one, take the brush and moisten

paint. Rinse the brush, and, turning it 
till a fine point obtained, work the 
paint carefully toward the edges of the 
spot, taking care that it does not touch 
the film, but comes close to it. Let the 
paint dry, and if the first application 
has not made the spot of an equal density 
with the surrounding film repeat the 
process. If the operation is not success 
ful, the paint can be removed by apply- 
ing a little turpentine on asoft cloth,—

Simple and whole hearted obedionce is the 
one thing required of a servant or a sol 
dier. Angels that excel in strength do 
His commandments, hearkening unto the 
voice of His word. They do iis pleasure 
(Ps, ofll, 20, 21). If we are good servants | 
and soldiers, we will hold ourselyes ac- 
cording to II Sam. xv, 15; I Chron. xxviii, 
21; IL Sam. iii, 86. 

27, “And he arose and went, and, be- 
hold, a man of Kthiopia.’’ Philip sees 
What may be the object of his mission, 
one man, an Ethiopian, the treasurer of 
Queen Candace, who had been to Jern- 
salem to worship. The time will yet come 
when Ethiopia shall stretch out her hands 
to God, when from beyond the rivers of 
Ethiopia suppliants shall bring an offering 
to the Lord (Zep, iii, 10; Ps. Ixyill, 81)

Report of the Sinking Fond Commis- 
sloners.

Of this balance $105.56 is deposited in 
the Woburn Savings Bank, and the residue 
of $890.88 ia on depositin the First National 
Bank. 

The Commissioners in their report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1894, stated that the 
revenue from the Department of Water 
Works Maintenance would thereafter be 
sufficient, with the balance then in the 
Sinking Fund, te meet both principal and 
interest of the refunded water loana as they 
matured; and that, in consequence, no ap- 
propriation for those purposes would have 
to be raised thereafter by taxation. This 
opinion was based on a careful estimate of 
the legitimate net revenue to be paid into 
the Sinking Fund annually from the Depart- 
ment of Water Works Maintenance. In 
1894 this revenue was $16,913 64. In 1895 
it was $20,314 66. In 1896 it was estimated 
to amount to at least $22,000 00, 

Asawmatterof fact only $15,009 00 was 
turned over to the Sinking Fund in 1896, the 
Water Commissioners having expended 
nearly $7,500 more the past year than dur- 
ing the preceding year. Of thie amount 
about $5000 was used for a new boiler. 
The balance $2,500 which was expended is 
not explained by the Commissioners in their 
report, but it appears from the report of the 
Water Registrar that there was expended in 
1896 in excess of 1895 about $500 for mis- 
cellaneous labor, about $450 for work about 
the pumping station, about $600 for fuel, 
und there appear increases of various 
amounts in many other itema. 

It would seem that the Water Commis- 
sioners had it in their power by retaining 
the down draft boiler for another year—and 
there appeared no emergency requiring an 
immediate change—and by keeping miscel- 
laneous expenses within the limits of the 
preceding vear, to have turned over to the 
Sinking Fund the estimated amount of 
$22,000. The gross receipts of the Depart 
iment of Water Works Maintenance was 
$921 90 more in the year 1896 than in 1895, 
and the interest paid on the water debt was 
$1,201 75 less in 1896 than in 1895, making 
atotal net gain in revenue of $2,123 65 
But although over ten million gallons less 
of water were pumped in 1896 than in 1895 
miscellaneous and other current expenses, 
as appears above, were allowed to increase 
some $2,500, and an extraordinary expense 
of about $5000 was incurred without official 
authorization ot the City Council, and in 
apparent disregard of the requirements of 
the Sinking Fund. 

That the policy of expending whatever 
the Water Commissioners see fit, irrespec- 
tive of the action of Mayor and City Coun- 
cil, and without considering the necessities 


| of the Sinking Fund, is to be continued, 
appears from the report of year 1896, 
wherein the Water Commissioners state 


that only about $10,000 will be turned over 
to the Sinking Fund for the year 1897. As 
the legitimate net revenue will, it is be- 
lieved, amount to at least $25,000, the 
Water Commissioners evidently intend to 
make extra expenditures of about $15,000, 
leaving the City Council to provide that 
amount by taxation to meet the maturing 
water debt. If this were done the tax rate 
would thereby be increased about $1 50 on 
31000 on this account alone. 

Itis not for this Board to dictate the 
policy to be pursued by another municipal 
board.» It is our duty, however, to lay the 
facts before the City Council and through 
them before the tax payers of Woburn, that 
the responsibility for increased taxation, if 
it occurs, may be placed where it belongs. 
It seems to this Board that when by the 
exercise of a litthe prudence, and by hus 
banding the revenues of the Water Depart- 
ment, there will be sufficient money to meet 
the maturing water debt without resorting 
to taxation, that this policy should be 
adopted. The people of Woburn, both as 
a town and a city, have been heavily taxed 
for years on account of the Water Works. 
The time has arrived when by using proper 
economy in the management of the Water 
Department, and by deferring extraordinary 
expenditures for a few years, further taxa- 
tion can be avoided, ‘he expenditures for 
interest on the water debt are lessening so 
fast from year to year, and the annual 
revenue derived from water rates is increas- 
ing to such an extent that within a few years 
there will be an ainple surplus to meet ex 
traordinary outlays for new equipment and 
extension of plant without increasing the 
tax levy. 

Owing to the payment and refunding of 
the old water debt the interest charge alone 
which the Water Department had to meet 
in 1896 was less by abont $16,000 than it 
was in 1889, the first yearof the city govern 
ment; and it is because of this great saving 
of interest thatthe revenue of the Water 
Department has shown such large gains, 
and thereby placed it in the power of the 
Water Commissioners by proper application 
of the funds at their disposal to relieve the 
tax payers of any further burden on account 
of the Sinking Fund. But if the Water 
Commissioners are to adopt a policy of ex- 
pending whatever they desire, irrespective 
of the needs of the Sinking Fund, and with- 


out asking the efflcial sanction of the Mayor 
and City Council, and without considering 
the burdens to be thrast on the tax payers, 
then indeed, are all finaneial caleulations 
based on business principles entirely futile 
and worthless. 

Believing as we do that out of a gross 
revenue estimated at over forty-seven thou 
sand dollars to accrue to the credit of the 
Department of Water Works Maintenance 
during the year 1897, the Water Commis 
sioners have in their power to place in the 
Sinking Fund a net revenue of at least 
$25,500, which sum will be needed to meet 
the debt requirements for the year, and be 
lieving that to ask an appropriation of the 
City Council under these circumstances 
would mean the placing of a needlesa bur 
den on the tax payers of this city, we have 
decided not to request any appropriation to 
be made for the Sinking Fund for the year 
IS97, It there is a deficiency at the end of 
the year and the funds in the Department 
are insufficient to meet the whole amount 
of the maturing debt, the responsibility, in 
our opinion, will reat primarily with the 
Water Commissioners, and secondarily with 
the Mayor and City Council if they allow 
the Water Commissioners to incur other 
than legitimate current expenses without 
exercising the power of control which the 
law has placed in their hands.

World Over Have Applauded, 


Miss Dolby, when Jenny Lind came 


to England in 1847, wasaslim waisted, | 


tall, dark girl, well proportioned, quite 


solid and unethereal, but a most earnest | 


and conscientious student, gifted with 


a superb deep contralto and a bonhomie | 
and homely grace of her own that won, | 


without exactly fascinating, the public 
at first. She wasequally good at a rous 
ing Scotch song or a fireside domestic 
ballad (John Hullah wrote the 
“Three Fishers’' for her in his later 
days), but in oratorio, wand in her own 
way, Miss Dolby was supreme—not sec- 
ond eyen to Jenny. Certainly she never 
had that extraordinary and weird mag 
netism which made ummusical people 


like Stanley, afterward the celebrated | 


dean of Westminster, rave about her 
great soprano rival, Jenny. But the 
Dolby was better looking than Jenny, 
though never downright pretty—very 
dark and handsome one might call her, 
with a certain embonpoint after 30 
which she bore gracefully, but which 
did not add to her grace, 

Miss Dolby’s moment came. When 
Jenny Lind retired trom the stage, the 
prima at once shone out as an oratorio 
star of the first magnitude. She thus 
directly invaded asphere in which Clara 
Novello, soprano, and Miss Dolby, con 
tralto, reigned supreme. Jenny Lind 


did not apparently accept the situation | 


quite as gracefully @ she could well 
have afforded to do, It was to her a ne- 
cessity to outshine every one, 
sohn was doubtless a good deal smitten 
with the Swedish nightingale. He not 
unnaturally wrote his great soprano 
parts with her in his eye—or rather his 
ear, 

Many can remember her entrancing 
singing of ‘‘Jerusalem’’ in “St. Paul’’ 
and the seraphic way in which her divine 
voice—spirit, I hud almost said—would 
sour above the rest in the great double 
quartet in ‘Elijah,’ “He Shall Give 
His Angels Charge Oyer Thee,’? But 
Miss Dolby was not happy. She felt

fomest Works of Art In All India,

Imagine a valley in the form of a 
hugo crater, the sides of which are coy- 
ered with thick jungle, in the center of 
which rises a green mound, forming a 
pedestal for a fairylike and dazzling 
marble palace, beside which the won- 
ders of Seville and of Granada in Spain 
pale into insignificance, and around this 
palace, which looks upon a great, gloomy 
lake, a large town, & great metropolis, 
the smallest houses of which are stately | 
palaces, Not a soul is to be seen in the | 
broad streets, not a trace of smoke rising 
into the air, Not a sound is to be heard, 
in architectural | 
beauty, in statejiness and in the loveli 
ness with wlich nature has supple 
mented art and art nature, surpasses ey 
ery other city in the old world. A mix 
ture of the romantic and the mysterious 
takes possession of the tourist who gazes 
for the first time upon this deserted city. 
He feels tempted to ask himself whether, 
after all, it is not a mere phantom of | 
the ‘‘Arabian Nights,’? and whether,

like a second calendar, he has come to | 
disturb the silence of this sleeping me- | 
tropolis and to bring to light some 
frightful mystery. The palace in partic- 
ular has a supernatural appearance, | 
with its marble turrets that have the 
yellowish tint of ivory and its lofty 
walls that are ornamented with gilded 
balconies. 

In spite of the impression which pre- 
vails widely that there is some mystery 
connected with the desertion of Ambir, 
once the capital of Rajpoutena, yet its 
abandonment was solely and ontirely | 
due to a piece of capricious despotism 
on the part of King Jey Sing I, who 
reigned at Ambir some 200 years ago, 
and who is famous in oriental history | 
as the greatest astronomer that India 
has ever known. He took it into his | 
head that Ambir, inclosed in the valley | 
of the Kalikho mountains, was incapable 
of development or extension; that it was 
too inaccessible, and that it was unwor- 
thy of the grandeur of his kingdom. Ac- 
cordingly he planned and built a new 
capital some cight or ten miles lower 
down and gave it the name of Jaipur. 
As soon as he had completed his task he 
commanded the entire population of | 
Ambir to abandon theis homes and to 
take up their residence in Jaipur. No 
one was permitted to remain behind, and 
thus it happens that today the great | 
city of Ambir, which, founded in the 
first century of the Christian era, was so 
magnificently built that none of its pal- | 
aces or public buildings have yet fallen 
into ruin or decay, is today tenanted 
only by myriads of monkeys, while here 
or there a naked fakir, who has come to} 
pray at one of the shrines which abound 
on the shores of the lake, may be seen 
bathing in its somber waters, } 

The royal palace is 100 feet above the} 
level of the lake. But the stone but- | 
tresses Which support the sides of the 
green hill upon which it stands descend 
perpendicularly into the water and look 
like a continuation of the castle walls, 
which are built exactly over them, thus 
making the frontage appear more than 
200 feet high. The principal gateway of 
the palace, known as the ‘'soeve’’ gate, 
is acknowledged to be one of the most 
beautiful works of art,in India, The 
marble framework of the windows | 
which ornament this gate are the finest 
in all India. They are carved out of sin- | 
gle slabs of marble and are so delicate- 
ly finished that at a short distance they 
resemble transparent muslin curtains, 
On passing through this gateway one 
finds one’s self in a courtyard surround: | 
ed by palaces, each rich in mosaics and 
sculptures, in the center of which is a 
fairylike garden,

If the Woburn Company 
are compelled to buy out the Arlington 
plant, which is nearly worthless, it 
would mean long lines of non-paying 
mains in the towns named; increased 
expenses with much less corresponding 
receipts; anda material advance in 
the price of gas in Woburn.

Prof, Dixi Crosby, M. D., LI. 1D., 
who for thirty-two years was at the 
head of Dartmouth Medical College,
